Klotsche continued, "We must de 
velop the intellectual integrity o 
our young people and teach them 
to be willing to see a problem- 
through to the end. 


"The trouble today is that w 


don't have a proper respect fo 
truth. The teachers of the socia 
sciences have not learned the im 
portance of a disinterested, scien 
tific viewpoint in the search fo 
truth. We must collect all the evi 
dence before we make up ou 
minds and change our opinions as 
the evidence changes." 


Two Kinds 


Klotsche pointed out that Joseph 


Gocbcls, Nazi propaganda minis 
ter, believed there were two kinds 
of truth, the concrete truth and 
the poetic truth. Goebels said tha 
the poetic truth was the necessary 
application of real truth. 


"We must tell the people the 


tryth assuming they can under- 
stand it. Thinking Is more than 
bringing our prejudices up to 
date." 


Use Important 


Dr. Klotsche continued, "There 


is no intrinsic morality in a study 
of the three R's. A person could 
use arithmetic to defraud. Reading 
could lead to the highest thoughts 
but one can read one's self into 
the depths of depravity. Writing 
could also lead to the highest mor- 
ality or the deepest depravity. 


'It is not the knowledge itself 


but the use of, knowledge that 
is important." 


The speaker said that Klaus 


Fuchs, British atom scientist sen- 
tenced for spying, had the knowl- 
edge but didn't have the moral 
equivalents. 
"We must develop 


value judgments, a sense of dircc 
tion and purpose in life and the 
ability to choose." 


Inadequate Emphasis 


He continued, "There has been 


nadcquate 
emphasis 
on value 


udgment or we wouldn't be wit- 
nessing the moral degeneration of 
today." 


He called for a "better under 


standing of the fundamental issues 
jetween 
Communism and 
the 


American way of life. We must 
:xpose the Red claims about us 
and about themselves. There is no 
use blinding ourselves. The rise of 
.he Soviets is the outstanding 
event of our times. All of our pres- 
nt problems whether they be 
axes, controls, legislation, the Ko- 
ean 
war, 
the Marshall 
plan, 


VATO, the failure of the UN. our 
generosity, to Japan or the rearm- 


mcnt of Germany can be traced 
lirectly or indirectly to the rise 
>f Soviet Russia." 


Don't Underrate U.S. 


Dr. Klotsche warned that we 


must not over emphasize our own 
hortcomings while undcrempha- 
izing Russia's. He said that Jynch- 
ngsjn the United States are ter- 
rible but for every lynching here 
here are hundreds behind the Iron 
Curtain. He added, "It is political 
lliteracy not to understand our 
dversaries, but we mustn't equate 
ur misdeeds with those of Russia. 
"We must teach our students to 
ppreciate the moral and spiritual 
alues and since this is a war of 
deas, we must convince the world 
ive have better ideas than the 
lussians," the speaker concluded.

—The U. N. command today 
vetoed Communist nomination 
of Soviet Russia as a neutral 
nation to help police a Korean 
armistice. 


The U. N. accepted two So- 


viet satellites — Poland and 
Czechoslovakia — as Red rep- 
resentatives on neutral be- 
hind - the - lines inspection 
team, however. 


An Allied staff officer said the 


reason for rejection of Russia 
should be obvious. 


He did not elaborate. But the 


Russians have supplied Commu- 
nist armies in Korea with fighter 
planes, tanks and other war mate- 
rials, and Russian officers trained 
the North Korean army before the 
outbreak of war. 


The action came in a staff offi- 


cer meeting after a full dresa ses- 
sion by top negotiators in which 
the Reds offered a revised pro- 
posal for a top level Korean peace 
conference. 


The Red draft made no mention 


of non-Korean problems—but it 
was worded in such a way that 
almost anything could be included.

Chicago Scientist Classifies 
Gamblers Into Four Categories 


CHICAGO—(AP)—If you like to gamble, the odds are that you're 


intrigued only by certain types of betting propositions. 


That was the inside dope as published today by a University of 


Chicago scientist in the bulletin of mathematical biophysics. 


H. D. Landahl, associate pro- 


fessor of mathematical biology. 
described a test in which some 50 
persons were made varying hypo- 
thetical gambling offers to deter- 
mine the amounts they were will- 
ing to risk at various odds. 


Results, Lnndahl said, showed 


there are four clear-cut types of 
gamblers And that each type con- 
sistently seeks only his own "type" 
of betting proposition. 


Describes Types 


Landahl described the gambling 


types this way: 


Persons in the first gambling 


type arc looking for a chance to 
make a big killing, even if the odds 
are against them. Such gamblers 
may be those who buy several 
rish sweepstakes tickets in the 
hope of winning thousands of dol- 
ars 


The second type is the cold- 


>looded, gimlet-eyed gambler long 
celebrated In tht moviM/H« keeps 


his eyes focused on the odds, and 
balances the risks against 
the 


chances of winning. He makes a 
good poker player. 


A Soft Touch 


The third type loves gambling 


for gambling's sake, regardless of 
odds or of the amount of the pos- 
sible payoff. He's <a soft touch for 
slot machines. 


No. 4 is the opposite of No. 3. 


He will bet only on a sure thing, 
when the odds are so heavily in 
his favor that the risk is tiny. The 
excitement of betting has 
no 


charms for No.- 4. 


Landahl's research on gambling 


stemmed from a basic problem of 
the mathematics of the nervous 
system in which choice was involv- 
ed.

McCarthy and the Cranberry Merchant 


Philleo Nash, President Truman's administrative as- 


sistant in charge of racial and religious minority group 
jroblems, Inherited a big cranberry business at Wiscon- 
sin Rapids, Wis., some years ago. 


Before the war, he made a substantial sum of money 


as one of the country's leading cranberry tycoons. 
He 


still has an interest In the business, though it is now 
run by his sister Jean, who is also head of the Wisconsin 
cranberry growers' co-op. 


Though this makes Philleo Nash quite a capitalist, 


t did not stop Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy from accusing 
lim of having been "in 'close contact with the Commu- 
niist underground in Washington." 


McCarthy also charged that Nash "... in the early 


forties was attending Communist meetings and had 
joined the Communist party." 


Anyway, when a reporter started to ask Nash about 


his alleged commie connections, the ex-cranberry king 
replied, "Cranberries are red, aren't they?" 


Nash gaye up active control of his cranberry busi- 


ness and came to Washington at the start of the war. 
He wanted to enlist, but couldn't pass the physical. 


He had been educated as an anthropoligst. had 


taught this science of mankind at Canadian universities, 
and once made a valuable study of Indian affairs in the 
U. S. northwest. 


During the war he served In the Office of War In- 


formation. 


From there he went to the job of assistant to David 


K. Niles, on President Roosevelt's White House staff. 
When Niles left, Nash took over his job of handling min- 
ority problems. 


What may have irked McCarthy particularly was 


that Nash's sister Jean had been one of the 12 leading 
business people of Wisconsin Rapids who signed a full 
page newspaper ad criticizing^ McCarthy after his re- 
cent speech in that city. 


Says Philleo Nash, "I'm no Alger Hiss and they've 


got nothing on me. I'm clean .as can be."

Raw Materials Shortage Is Bottleneck 


Reallocation of U. S. government scientific research 


funds is being given'serious consideration. 
Up to now, 


major emphasis has been on research to increase produc- 
tion and to increase efficiency of weapons and manu- 
factured products. 


But today's major production bottlenecks are due 


to shortages of raw materials. 
This leads to the belief 


that more money should be spent on 'research to find new 
and more plentiful substitutes for scarce raw materials. 


The U. S. budget for 1953 has a billion and a quarter 


dollars allocated for military research, including atomic 
energy development and 300 million dollars for general 
research by the bureau of standards and the New Na- 
tional Science Foundation, which as yet hasn't really 
started to function.

Ground Fire, Not MIGs, Down Planes 


Criticism of U. S. fighter aircraft in Korea, making 


them out to be inferior to the Russian MIG's, is rem- 
iniscent of the verbal flak thrown out at the start of 
World War II. 


The criticism then was that the Jap Zero was far 


superior to the American P-40. 


While the comparisons now are of jets instead of 


propeller-driven planes, some of the analogy still holds. 


Just as the Japs stripped down their Zeros of all 


armor and heavy equipment to make the fastest and 
most maneuverable fighter plane possible, so the Rus- 
sians have stripped down their MIG-15, the latest model 
to appear in Korean skies. 


• It hag not the range, the fire power, nor' the elec- 


tronic fire control appartus that are built into U. S. 
jet fighters. 


Also, American fighter pilots are better trained. So 


in straight aerial combat, while the MIG's appear to have 
greater speed and maneuverability, they don't win -a 
majority of the air-to-air duels. 


Where the MIG's are now believed to be particu- 


larly effective is in luring.U. S. planes over Communist 
territory. 
When the MIG's race for cover behind the 


Yalu, U. S. planes are exposed to Communist ground fire 
on their return trip south of the 38th parallel. 


Over 75 per cent of the U. S. planes lost in Korea 


have been knocked out by Communist ground fire. 


This is in large part due1 to the fact that planes sup- 


porting UN troops in Korea go in at lower levels to bomb 
ground targets, strafe Communist tanks, artillery and 
ground troops. 


For full comparison, the enemy's cost in destroyed 


bridges, railroads and other air-to-ground targets must 
be added to the cost of its relatively fewer destroyed 
planes. 


Few Communist planes have ventured over South 


Korea to be shot at 


From June. 1950, to Jan. 31, 1952, Communists have 


lost 355 aircraft of all types, plus 102 probably de- 
stroyed, and 393 damaged. 


From June, 1950 to January 31, 1952, the P. S. Air 


Force has lost 142 jets and 239 propeller drive planes 
to enemy ground fire. It has lost only 37 jets and 15 
propeller planes to enemy air action.

You Can Replay Tie Games 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

"Sgt. Charles W. Jones, of Mem- 


phis, Tenn., and I phxyed an un- 
usual game of Canasta recently 
just before he left Fort Benning 
for 
duty overseas," writes a 


Georgia correspondent. "I was 
leading by a wide margin until 
the last hand. 


"On that last hand he gave me 


quite a pasting until I finally man- 
aged to meld out. I thought that 
I had him beaten by a few points, 
but the final count showed that 
.we each had a total of 5035 
points. As you can imagine, we 
checked that count two or three 
times before we accepted it as 
final. 


"Is there any provision in the 


official rules for settling a dead- 
lock of this kind? Could I have 
stopped the game to add up all 
my points and those of Sergeant 
Jones before deciding whether or 
not to go out?" 


The laws make no provision for 


settling a tic of this kind. One of 
the ways of ending a game is by 
means of a tie score, in which 
case neither side wins. This may 
be frustrating if you are particu- 
larly anxious to have a winner for 
the game, but it's always possible 
to play another game. 


This reminds me of the ques- 


tions that constantly stream into 


my mailbox. "Who wins the 
game?" they always ask. "The 
player with the high score or the 
player who melds out on the last 
hand of the game?" 


The answer is that the high 


score always wins. Most Canasta 
players play for points rather 
than just to find out which side 
wins. A player (or side) with 
more points always wins from a 
player (or side) with fewer points. 
It doesn't matter which player 
melds out on the last'hand of the 
game. ' 


Similarly, if the difference be- 


tween the two sides is zero (a 
tie), 
there Is no winner at all. 


It doesn't matter who melds out 
on the last hand; and the laws do 
not provide any other way of 
breaking the tie. If the two play- 
ers are anxious enough to break 
the tie, they can agree on any 
procedure that pleases both of 
them. 


My correspondent's second ques- 


tion is not so easily answered. 
You are always allowed to stop 
and think before playing. An ex- 
pert always knows the score and 
can tell you what cards are con- 
cealed in closed canastas. But 
even an expert may have to guess 
at the value of the cards that an 
opponent has in his har.d. There's 
no way of counting those points 
accurately.

One of the most- important 


causes of chronic illness today is a 
disease 
known as 
rheumatoid 


arthritis. This Important disorder 
is all too common. 


It causes an immense amount of 


discomfort and pain, and appalling 
economic loss both to the afflicted 
individual and to "the country as a 
whol». 


There are many extraordinary 


features about this disease. The 
usual form of the disease is more 
common in women than in .men. 
There Is a tendency for the disease 
to begin in the 20's and 30's, 
though it sometimes starts later. 


In some patients who are ap- 


parently heading for a long siege 
of the disease, the condition stops 
completely even without treat- 
ment. If a person with rheumatoid 
arthritis gets jaundiced, the symp- 
toms are greatly relieved, at least 
while the jaundice lasts. 


In women who become pregnant 


in the presence of a severe rheu- 
matoid arthritis, the condition is 
also relieved but almost invariably 
comes back In full force after the 
pregnancy is over. 


Another queer thing about rheu- 


matoid arthritis is that it Is influ- 
enced by the mental condition. An 
emotional upset, such as may be 
brought about by a quarrel tor 
some other form of worry,, Is likely 
to make a rheumatoid arthritis 
which has been behaving fairly 
well suddenly become worse. 


Such strange things about rheu- 


matoid arthritis as these have been 
carefully studied but not yet thor- 
oughly explained. It Is partly be- 
cause of pondering these matters 
that cortisone and ACTH came to 
be tried. 


The discovery of these sub- 


stances has certainly not answered 
all questions of treatment, but 
working with them has permitted 
much new knowledge to be gained. 


RELIEF, NOT CURE, OBTAINED 


The patients on whom they have 


been tried almost always have ob- 
complete relief from their symp- 
completer elief from their symp- 
toms but these usually come back 
after stopping the injections. 


There are some undesirable side 


effects but these do not seem to be 
either serious or lasting. 


Eventually 
research 
workers 


hope to find out much more about 
the causes, prevention, and treat- 
ment of rheumatoid arthritis. 


This hoped-for result may still 


be distant but it is unquestionably 
much closer than It was before the 
discovery of cortisone and the use 
of ACTH for rheumatoid arthritis. 


But the disease is still .puzzling 


and research workers are busy 
trying to untangle the many 
knotty problems connected with 
its causes and treatment. 


My good friend, Robert D. Pot- 


ter, has just written an accurate, 
cosy-to-read book called "Arthri- 
tis" which gives much mora in- 
formation on thta subject.

What About Suds? 


For years the amount of suds was recognized as a definite indi- 


cation of cleansing power. This fact is no "longer true of your pres- 
ent day syndets (synthetic detergents). Cleansing does not necessar- 
ily stop when suds disappear. 


In fact, sometimes, profuse suds 


are a disadvantage, particularly 
in some automatic washing ma- 
^hines because: 


1. Suds may overflow the ma- 


chine before sufficient detergent 
has been added to do an efficient 
cleaning job. 


2. An over-abundance of suds 


cushions the fall and reduces the 
tumbling action needed for clean- 
ing in some automatic washers. 


3. Suds may interfere with the 


action of the mechanism by slow- 
ing down the spinning action and 


ill sometimes stall the m«chan- 
ITO entirely. 


Special 
low 
sudsing syndets 


have been developed to do a fine 
cleaning job in many of the wash- 
ers. This means that syndets need 
to be carefully measured. Be sure 
to do this carefully and follow the 
manufacturer's directions. 


Putting Oven Racks In Place 
Many homemakers seem- to have 


a question in their minds as to 
^jhere to place oven racks when 
oaking. Most ranges provide plen- 
ty of flexibility or change-about, to 
do as you wish. 


In general, when two Shelves 


are used, place them so that the 
oven is divided roughly into thirds. 
If only one shelf is used, it should 
be midway between top and bot- 
tom of the oven. 


It is always best to decide about 


ehelf placement before heating the 
•yen. This allows complete tree- 
crom of shelf adjustment. There is 
less likelihood of being burned also. 


Always arrange the foods so 


there is space around the utensil; 
also so that there is place between 
the utensil and the oven wall. It is 
necessary that you do not block 
circulation, since this brings about 
the baking you desire. 


Rico Cookery 


Is your rice always light and 


^ffy when prepared for those des- 
serts or main dishes? The follow- 
ing directions come from the Bu- 
reau of Human Nutrition & Home 
Economics of the USDA which 
may be helpful to you: 


1. Don't wash rice before cook- 


ing (we assume that it comes from 
a clean package). If it must be 
washed, use very hot water. 


2. Cook rice in as little water as 


possible—to retain flavor, 
keep 


texture firm, but tender. Rice 


no more than three times its 


measure of water. Often a bit less 
was satisfactory. One cup of rice 
makes three cups cooked; enough 
for six servings. Allow one-half 
teaspoon salt for each cup raw 
rice. 
• 


to two and one-half cups boiling 
water over the rice. Cover the dish 
tightly and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) about 45 
minutes or until the rice is tender. 


Vitamin C Needed Daily 


Vitamin C also known as ascorb- 


ic acid prevents scurvy, keeps body 
tissues in good condition, helps 
heal wounds and helps the body 
to resist infection. 


One easily recognized danger 


signal indicating Vitamin C short- 
age is spongy, swollen and bleed- 
ing gums. The latter often occurs 
during the brushing of teeth. 


The body cannot store Vitamin 


C, so we can only use what is 
eaten each day. This means that 
everyone should see that he eats 
food supplying this vitamin every 
day. Breakfast is a good time to 
secure Vitamin C^-through the 
breakfast fruit Check this choice 
to see how much Vitamin C it con- 
tains. 


Citrus fruits 
whether 
fresh, 


frozen or canned, rank high in 
ascorbic acid. Tomato juice is fair- 
ly good but it contains only one- 
half as .much vitamin C as orange 
juice. Pineapple, grape and apple 
juice have only traces of Vitamin 
C.

Veg- 
etables should be cooked short pe- 
riods of time in covered utensils 
so as to save maximum amounts of 
the vitamin.

Foods that are kept well covered 


and very cold lose little of their 
ascorbic acid content. Once canned 
fruit juice is opened, it should be 
placed in a covered container in 
the refrigerator. This is also true 
of frozen diluted or freshly squeez- 
ed juice. 


Choosing Curtains

If tall, narrow windows present 


a problem in redecorating your 
room, here is some advice. 


Emphasize horizontal lines is 


the principle to follow in treating 
the tall, narrow-type window. Use 
full curtains or draperies to in- 
crease the apparent width of the 
window. The use of a horizontal 
design in the fabric also makes 
the window appear larger. Anoth- 
er way to emphasize horizontal 
lines is to treat both sashes—top 
and bottom frame—alike. 


If window frame Is very narrow, 


you may want to extend rods over 
the window frame so that the cur- 
tains may be pushed back to cover 
the wood trim. In that way you 
can enjoy all of the view outside 
your window, and also provide the 
room with desired sunlight. 


To make the window appear 


shorter, use a cornice board or a 
valance. Valances may be pleated 
ruffled,- draped or fitted. You may 
make cornice boards or buy them 
ready-made.

Each count is punishable by a 


S300 fine and a year imprisonment, 
but Judge Cocke could fine each 
of the defendants less than §300 
and impose jail sentences of less 
than six months and they could not 
appeal. 


The indictment was based on an 


editorial in which Dixon criticized

but

would shift their votes to Eisen- 
hower if it became apparent War- 
ren could not win. 


Warren Not Sure 


However, there was an indica- 


tion Warren might not accept the 
LaFollette plan. He told a news 
conference in Sacramento, Calif., 
yesterday 
his 
endorsement of 


Eisenhower's foreign policies was 
no implication he was leaning to- 
ward a possible Eisenhower-War- 
ren coalition. 


The California governor said he 


does not know Eisenhower's stand 
on domestic issues and therefore 
cannot know whether he approves 
or disapproves of them. 


Eisenhower has said he will not 


seek the nomination but will ac- 
cept if it is offered to Tiim. 


Chances Improve 


Rep. Hilling (R-Calif) said in a 


Lincoln Day speech at Keene, 
N.H., last night he thought War- 
ren's chances of getting the presi- 
dential nomination as a compro- 
mise candidate "are Improving 
daily." 


He said Senator Taft of Ohio 


and Eisenhower, "the two leading 
contenders, are now deadlocked." 


Along this same line, Harold 


E. Stassen told a Boston audience 
that neither Taft nor Eisenhower 
could win the nomination. 


"The new campaign camps tend 


to block and cancel each other," 
said the former Minnesota gov- 
ernor.
